The answer to the question. Does win¬ 
ter poultry pay? depends in a large meas¬ 
ure where your hens are roosting. If on 
the hare branches of a tree, on the north¬ 
east corner of the barn, there can be no 
doubt about it. 

Give the man who is inclined to smoke 
in the barn a kindly invitation to do his 
smoking somewhere else. In half an 
hour one spark of tire can undo the work 
of years. 

Water should not he given for at least 
two hours after eating grain. When this 
method is used, undigested food is not 
washed from the stomach into the intest¬ 
ines, often causing colic.—Farm Journal. 


In 100 analyses of juice from apples 
grown in the New England states the 
smallest amount of sugar was found in 
that from the Beil Davis, 6.74 per cent, 
while the largest amount, 15.60 per cent, 
was found in the juice from the Baldwin. 

To prevent pumps from freezing: Drill 
a small hole, say one-sixteenth of an inch 
or less, in pump stock,—below well or 
cistern cover, far euough down so that 
frost will not reach it. With this method 
the pump is always primed; and, in 
warm weather, all the water that is 
pumped is fresh and cool.

Many who keep hens are asking them¬ 
selves just about now why their pullets 
don't lay, when the fact is that a lot of 
their young stock was hatched too late, 
or was not given proper food and care 
during growth. The size and general 
appearance of a pullet docs not always 
denote the time when she should com¬ 
mence producing eggs. 1 have seen 
flocks of pretty big nice pullets and they 
1 would lay hardly an egg all winter. The 
tlrst essential for w inter eggs is the right 
kind of stock to produce them. Food 
will not supply that want; it may help 
I some and in some instances it’s pretty 
difllcnlt to help the matter very much by 
giving extra care. The strain has got to 
I be of the right sort if they prove them¬ 
selves aeliable and protltable layers.

One tells th£ story of a little unpre¬ 
tentious shop in Malaja Sadovaja 
street, liobozcff, then unknown to 
the police,, took tlie shop and set out 
to impress the police, who wore al¬ 
ways making sudden inspections of 
premises along the thoroughfares 
through .which Alexander II. passed, 
that he Was nothing but a provision 
dealer. Nearly ever.) one in that 
street was a paid spy, but Kobozcff 
joked with bis customers, pleased bis 
purveyors' and was most affable and 
apparently harmless.

So died the czar 
who had escaped as by a miracle 
many limes. 

Alexnnder III. followed, and there 
were attempts upon his life. The 
fourth was one of the most sensa¬ 
tional In the entire list of nihilist plots.

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HISTORIC WEAPONS. 

Trophies Wrested From the Crusaders 

Found In the Sudan. 

Among the trophies of arms display- 
id on the walls of \\ indsor castle 
aim of tiro most interesting of the long 
series is a group of weapons and armor 
sent lo Queen Victoria by Lord Kitch¬ 
ener after the Dongola campaign on 
tlie upper Nile in 181)11. 

The trophy consists of a coat of 
i bain mail, a number of spears and a 
long cross liilted sword. On tlie 
straight steel blade of the sword there 
Is an inscription in odd fashioned let¬ 
ters: "No me saques sin razou. No me 
imtralncs sin honor.” 

. The words are Spanish, but the same 
motto was inscribed on sword blades 
la the days of chivalry in most of the 
languages of Europe. Its meaning Is 
Hie knightly rule for all who bear the 
sword: Do not draw me without rea¬ 
son. Do not sheathe me without honor. 

The weapon was taken from the 
abandoned camp of Wad Risliara, the 
dervish- general, after the battle of 
llafir (Sept. 1890). How came a 
blade with such a motto to be found 
In a Moslem bivouac in the heart of 
the Sudan? 

The presence of these crusader 
swords in the Sudan Is not so difficult 
to explain. In the thirteenth century 
[lie Mohammedan caliphs of Egypt not 
only carried on successful wars 
against the crusaders In Syria, clc- 
stroying the last vestiges of the Latin 
kingdom of Jerusalem, but also de¬ 
feated two attempts of the Europeans 
to invade Egypt itself, one of them 
led by St. Louis of France. 

Enormous quantities of western 
arms and warlike equipments must 
have thus passed into tho possession 
of the Mohammedan conquerors.— 
Chambers’ Journal.

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NESTS IN GULF WEED. 

Breeding Place of the Flying Fish In 
the Sargasso Sea. 

Ill the middle of the north Atlantic 
there is an area of comparatively still 
water almost equal to continental 
Europe in extent and more or less 
covered with floating seaweed. It was 
known as the Mar de Sargaco to Co¬ 
lumbus and the early navigators and 
is the Sargasso sea of modern geog¬ 
raphers. 

The hunting seaweed was formerly 
supposed to have grown near the Ba¬ 
hama and Florida shores and to have 
drifted to its present position. It is 
now, however, known to grow and 
propagate itself where it is found. In 
it are found globular masses of weed 
containing tisli eggs and known as fish 
nests. 

Investigations show that the boating 
weed of the Sargasso sea Is the chosen 
breeding place of species of Hying fish. 
The eggs found in the nests were at¬ 
tributed to certain species of fish found 
resting oil them, but careful examina¬ 
tion of the eggs shows that they really 
belong to flying fish. 

Apparently, however, the flying fish 
,lo not make the nests themselves. 
Each end of the egg of these fish is 
furnished with bunches of very long 
filamentary tendrils, and bv means of

Successful experiments have been made 
by a French company in shiping tropical 
fruit to France protected simply by a cov¬ 
ering of peat, llipe fruit of perishable 
kinds after several weeks of transporta¬ 
tion, is claimed to have arrived in a safe 
and sound condition. The effect is as¬ 
cribed to the presence of gallic acid and 
tannin. 

Mr. and Mrs. George Boshan Jr-, ama¬ 
teur farmers, who began tilling the soil 
only three years ago, on one of the rocky 
farms on Blaudford mountai t, claim the 
potato raising record of the Connecticut 
Valley. Last spring they planted a patch 
of only 7*i square rods right among the 
ledges op a side hill near the old farm¬ 
house, which yielded l. r >2 bushels of extra 
quality tubers. 

A Maine breeder reports a lot of twenty 
nine April-hatched pullets which were 
selected because they had begun to lay in 
the latter part of August. 

From September 1 until the end of 
April, these bitils laid on an average of 
115 eggs each, at a calculated prollt of 


over 8J per bird. If such profits could 
he realized on the majority of hens kept 
for laying, the elusive fancy profits of I 
the poultry business would be realized. 

People of the cities are beginning to 
realize that the simple tilings in food and 
vegetables are the best for health and the 
only place to get them is from the grow¬ 
ers. There Is an increasing demand for 
canned fruits and vegetables and with the 
advent of the home canners there i* added 
another source of revenue to the farm.— 
Farmers’ Home Journal. 

The farmer who owns a big farm in 
very many instances does not secure crops 
that average as well as the fanner whose 
farm rarely exceeds sixty or seventy 
acres. The reason is the large farmer 
can not, w ith the force lie usually keeps, 
look afiei everything, seeing that season¬ 
able work is done and that each farming 
operation is well attended to. Each of 
these is a success factor in farming. 
Hasty w ork means, invariably, some neg¬ 
lect of work indifferently done. 

The market for apples is steadier, as 
the receipts have been somewhat smaller 
and the demand lias improved- Prices 
have not changed materially, but supplies 
are not as burdensome as they have been, 
and there is less pressure to sell. Bather 
high prices prevail In foreign markets 
for apples, anti some good-sized ship’ 
incuts have been made, but large exports 
can be made without seriously curtailing 
the local supply, as the apple cjops nearly 
everywhere in the cn*t were a good deal 
larger than the early expectations. 

It is difficult to conceive a more profit¬ 
able type of farming than a judicious 
blending of dairy farming and mafket- 
crop growing, but in onder to success¬ 
fully combine these two types of agricul¬ 
ture, we must abandon old and unprofit¬ 
able methods of dairying ami get right 
down to study of tlie principles of soil 
fertility. It is a great study, but one 
that is easily mastered if a man w ill go 
at it in a systematic manner. Like every¬ 
thing else connected with agriculture, 
there are new and unforeseen conditions 
that are constantly presenting themselves 
but with agricultural colleges standing 
ready and w illing to assist us, and with 
practical agricultural journals brought to 
our dooryards, it seems almost incredible 
that there should be such a lack of inter¬ 
est among farmers.

MEN’S UNDERWEAR 



Few people realize how simple a mat¬ 
ter it is to propagate one's own grape 
vines, currants, gooseberries and most 
ornamental shrubs. If the work is prop¬ 
erly done these plants may be readily 
propagated by means of cuttings made 
late in autumn after the leaves are off of 
the plants, preferably before cold 
weather comes on. Duly well-ripened, 
mature wood that lias grown during the 
preceding summer should lie selected for 
the purpose, all soft or immature parts 
being discarded. The cuttings them¬ 
selves should he made fito 10 inches long, 
and the base of each should be cut 
squarely just below a bud, so the bud Is 
retained at the lower end. They should 
be tied up in bundles of convenient size 
sav 100 in a bundle, their butts or basal 
ends, all one way, well shaken down so 
as to stand level on a fiat table. They 
may then be packed in fresh, moist saw-

the country. So emphatic has been the 
demand on wholesalers that they have 
been complaining of their inability tokceji 
up with the orders, w hich have poured in 
from all Uleir customers. The number of 
mail orders received has been an especial 
factor in the past week's business, there 
being enough to make up a large volume 
and give manufacturer’s wiirk for 
time. 

The attitude of buyers relative to prices 
lias changed materially in the recent past. 
Wholesalers here recognized the situation 
of the manufacturers, anil arc accepting 
their prices, which show advances, es¬ 
pecially in calf lines. They have given 
orders for delivery (luring the next three 
months, dtid are buying fall of HilO sam¬ 
ples, and salesmen report the usual mar¬ 
ket for these goods. 

The action of customers at retail-stores 
shows a decided preference for the black 
goods, thus indu..-ing the altitude of the 
manufacture in featuring black for winter 
and colors, for summer. The taste of 
women customers is about divided be¬ 
tween parent leather goods and gum-metal 
finish. Black suede finds a good'market 
in some places. 

Tan goods continue lo be a source of ar-i 
gument. The orders for ne xt season at 
present arfc’light and the situdtion pro¬ 
duces some misapprehension; but it is un¬ 
derstood that retailers were not able to 
move all their stocks of brown goods last 
summer, and will not order new until they 
have disposed of w hat :s left on hand. 
This facVmay be interpreted as evidence, 
that shoe dealers w ill try and make next 
summer a “brow n” season, in orde r to get 
rid of their over-stocks.

work on the farm. Taking full advan¬ 
tage of the resources of any farm, and 
following intelligent, up-to-date methods 
of farming will In due time mean steady 
and often very rapid iinprovmeiit in yield 
of crops. In a sense, the resources of a 
farm vary with locality; hut in the main 
there are many identical conditions on 
very many farms- The farmer who 
works to establish a well-set meadow ; 
aims to get the hilly, washable, waste 
lands set in grass-.utilizes tin* rocky rough 
lands by setting out fruit trees; ditches 
the low lands and reclaims the swamps; 
improves the stony fields by picking oil 
the surface stones so that crops will take 
the places the stones occupied, uses some 
of the ways of taking advantage of the 
resources of a farm. 

Many fanners have an idea that lime 
will unlock the stores of Insoluble potash 
in the soil and make it available for plant 
food. But when you ask for their reasons 
you will find them very uncertain and un¬ 
able to substantiate their opinions either 
with the results of experiment station 
work or practical experiments on their 
own farms. Properly used lime Is one of 
the most valuable aids to successful farm¬ 
ing, but when used without fertilizer it 
will impoverish the soil, as shown by the 
old English proverb: “Lime without man¬ 
ure will make the farm and farmer poor." 

“The quality of the milk yielded by a 
cow depends more upon the individuality 
of the cow than upon any other factor, 
and that a cow is not merely a machine 
into w hich one can put a certain amount 
of food of know composition. A cow is 
a machine certainly, but one whose idio¬ 
syncrasies, as expressed in the quality of 
the milk she produces, can only be ascer¬ 
tained bp actual testing. Hence the need 
for testing cows for their quality as the 
quantity of their -ilk is brought out.

Carrots, beet?, and turnips which it 
may he desired to carry through the win¬ 
ter! should be packed in barrels or bins 
with clean sand or dry earth, enough tiller 
being used to keep the roots separated a 
bit. "xiie place where such crops qre 
stored should he both cool and dry so as 
to retard as far as possible the tendency 
to decay or sprout.

“A given quantity of milk was pro¬ 
duced by feeding 1333 pounds of whole 
stalks, whereas to produce the same 
quantity of milk under, similar conditions 
required only 721 pounds of cut fodder

Mr. Phillips went to California again 
in November, 1887, remaining until the 
ue\t spring. 

Deceased, for a number of years, ran 
the stone packet, Hardscrabble, between 
Boston ami CJuincy ami was for a number 
of wars, associated with George H. Bick- 
IH‘11 in the manufacture of leather heels, 
counters anil boxes. He retired some 
years ago.

My dear Marie;— 

I closed my last lettefi in Gibraltar ex¬

edge. High above our stern the signal 
station of the Rock was gay with flutter¬ 
ing pennons each telling Us tale of steamer 
coming from Atlantic or inland sea. Al¬ 
though the Meditteraueau can rage and 
fret when stirred by storms, tliis morn¬ 
ing it was as smooth as a fairy lake and 
the familiar swell of the Atlantic was a 
tiling of the past. 

On landing at Malaga, we at oucc took 
carriages to visit the Moorish ruins in the 
outskirts and amidst the shouts of tlie 
rabble in the Plaza,were soon rattling over 
rough collides to the smooth roads be¬ 
yond the city wall. The fields and slop¬ 
ing hillsides were white with tlie huge 
clusters of while grapes, aud though 
scores aud scores or pickers were busy 
loading them into paniers, strapped on 
backs of tiny burros, the harvest appeared 
as bountiful as ever. For a few pennies 
our carriage was laden down with the 
luscious fruit, and 1 began the grape cure 
in earnest. 

Upon this fertile stt ip of land, known 
as tlie Vega of Malaga, Moor aud Chris¬ 
tian had fought many a hard battle, and 
from each emmiuence frowned either a 
small round watch tower or lmstioned 
castle. Our guide in broken English and 
Audalusian,Spauisli gave us a series of 
blood-thirsty stories of each ruined castle, 
and crumbling walls. And then as our 
party consisted of three dames and one 
solitary man, varied his tales of gore, by 
softer themes of love where gazelle eyed 
moorish maid loved doughty Christian 
Knight. But as we could not get to the 
wonderful Alhambra, we cut bun short in 
his antiquities aud bade him show us mod¬ 
ern life. Driving into a large farm yard, 
w e made our way to a huge tank about ten 
feet in diameter, ami here saw some six 
men and women, dancing and stamping on 
huge masses of grapes, pressing out the 
juice for wine. All were bare-legged to 
above the knee, and the purple juice, for 
these were red grapes, squibbed iu jets 
ail over their bodies. 1 am uot going into 
further details, but I drank some of tlie 
Malaga wiuc at the hotel that night. 
Everywhere all the peasants seemed happy 
and many of the women were singing. 
Tlie men llio' are ever taciturn aud digni¬ 
fied. Many resembled Don Quixote and 
few Sanclio l’an/.a. 

After dinner at the hotel we went out 
to witness tlie life in the Plaz.a. A line 
mi[itarv hand, well conducted gave excel¬ 
lent music from opera boulTe mainly, with 
occasional Spanish airs thrown In. The 
Plaza was filled with people, many beau¬ 
tiful senoritas always with mantilla and 
fan, tiny feet with aDkle skirts showing 
graceful insteps, lustrous eyes that spoke 
love to the gay Cabal beaus w ho cigarette 
in hand stared into every pretty face, hut 
had speech of longue w ith none, as the 
watchful duenna was ever on tlie alert. 
“Pascal” the Spanish call tliis promenad¬ 
ing, and iu fact apart from the few halls, 
it constitutes the only opportnity of social 
intercourse, as in southern Spaiu at least, 
calls are unknown, and the stolen glance 
from the balcony, or the side glance in 
thopromenade are all that custom permits. 

In a smaller square adjoining tlie com¬ 
mon people were indulging iu an open air 
fandango and it was interesting to watch 
the men and women mincing their steps 
to the notes of the guitars. There w as no 
walt/.iug, and no touching of hands, but a 
continuous circling, and a gravity of face 
throughout all. There was a constant 
fluttering of the fat, and a waving of the 
flowing scarf by the woman, a series of 
bowings and lowerings of the hat by the 
man, and from time to time one caught a 
flash of dark eyes which spoke more elo¬ 
quently of the passion of the dance, than 
the slow movements of feet or bodies. 
The men are handsome and with their 
wide scarfs around their waists are grace 
ful. The women are trim in their tight 
bodices and short skirts, but, except the 
very young are not pretty. If however 
you place the full moon high overhead, a 
tinkling fountain nearby, frame the scene 
w ith balconies towering six stories above, 
balcony air redolent with odors of fruit 
and flowers, music every where, colors in 
barbaric splendor, you will jind that your 
senses jvill soon yield to the scductiveness 
of the situation and if in your dreams ' 1 
that night you do not build castles in 
Spajn then is your imagination dull. 

I find that I have told you nothing of 
the Iwonderful Cathedral, hundreds of 
feet long, and two hundred wide, with an 
array of pictures and rows of silver can¬ 
dlesticks, like white sentinels, in, around 
and about the chancel. Quaint images, 
tokens of all sorts hung about tlie altars, 
priests and choir boys, incense and inton 
ings, mosaic paraments and polished col¬ 
umns, wonderful stained glass windows, 
and scores of saints installed on every 
jutting, or ensconced in every niche. It, 
they, are all wonderful—bot 1 find the 
transition from the gay. moonlight plaza 
to the gloom of the cathedral nave, too 
trying for one letter, “From gay to grave" 
“From lively to sevete," and so dear Marie 
good bye for the present, as I am beiDg 
harried to visit the shops in the arcade.

Shoe Industry. 

Business in the sitoe and leather indus- • 
tries continues to be affected by climatic ' 
conditions. While there w as an improve¬ 
ment in retail trade fora time, on account , 
of the progress of cold weather, the pre¬ 
vailing fair and more moderate conditions 
have lessened transactions. Factories, 
although they are well supplied with 
work for tiie present, are not receiving 
new business in proportionate quantity. 

The sentiment of retail buyers seem to 
strengthen in favor of plainer goods. 
The novel and extravagant patterns are 
less considered. Black goods have pre¬ 
dominated in the spring purchases, but 
the value of colored lines is not denied. 
The retailers, who have more brown and 
colored goods on hand titan should be 
the case at tiie beginning of a new season 
will not reorder until they have reduced 
their stocks. They do not argue that the 
popularity of colors has waned, and they 
expect to have to buy more as the market 
changes. The fact that an unusual quan¬ 
tity of brown kid goods is being made 
for men's wear is one reason why Russia 
goods are not so much in evidence. 

It is prophesied that there will be a de¬ 
mand for brown and tan goods next Sum¬ 
mer and dealers who are depending on 
disposing of their hold-over goods aud 
what they may secure to fill in witli at 
that time, are believed to be making a 
mistake, for a rush for goods at the last 
minute is rarely met with promptness and 
satisfaction. 

Another reason advanced for the prob¬ 
able strength of tan goods is the earli- 
ness of Easter, w hich comes on March 
27. 

Those wtio have observed tiie general 
trend of taste must have been impressed 
by the evidence of tiie increased popular¬ 
ity and use ot patent leather goods. The 
factories making this leather have been 
steadily engaged, even to capacity, and 
patent leather shoes are a leading feature 
of the shoe market today. The patent 
leather shoe from a most expensive and 
least substantial article has become an 
article of average cost and of increased 
durability. 

Improved processes of manufacture 
have given patent stock longer life and 
such shoes are more economical in the 
end than the dull leather on the score of 
saving in polishing. Makers of patent 
stock are satisfied as to the permanency 
of the demand for shiny leathers, and the 
boot and shoe industry is becoming better 
coordinated with a better developed policy 
in the use of black and colored leathers 
and other shoe making fabrics. 

The shoe business'*is being conducted 
on conservative lines, compared with 
previous years. The appended compari¬ 
son of the present year’s shipments of 
shoes from Boston indicates the differ¬ 
ence between this year’s extremely con¬ 
servative methods and the more liberal 
way of doing business a few years ago. 
The cause for this difference can be traced 
immediately to the attitude of buyers to¬ 
ward the prevailing and probable prices. 
Much business has been withheld because 
buyers thought prices would be lower as 
the season advanced. The result has 
been a loss of business and an enlarge¬ 
ment for wearers of shoes—retail cust¬ 
omers—to wear shoes longer and have 
them repaired and to have fewer pairs of 
shoes in use. With greater encourage¬ 
ment and a more liberal attitude on the 
part of the purveyors, customers might 
have been led to believe in the theory 
that the alternate use of several pairs of 
shoes is the best economy. If the trade 
to be charged with any blame for these 
conservative condition, it is because of 
the fact that they have accepted 
a limited local market and failed 
to develop a promising foreign market. 
When the home market felt the effect of 
pecnliar local conditions the market 
abroad, where more favorable conditions 
existed might have been developed. In¬ 
asmuch as all employees of shoe factories 
wear shoes, an increased sale abroad 
would canse a continuation of operations 
in shoe factories, thereby giving the em¬ 
ployers money wherewith to by shoes in 
the home market. Plants inactive be¬ 
cause the home market has been affected 
by financial conditions only serve to ag¬ 
gravate the situation. Boston Transcript.

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Get Ready for the Census, 

Washington, November 21.—“Are you 
the head "f the family, or is the head 
out ?” 

That is one of the leading questions 
that will be put to whoever may come to 
! the door when the census enumerator 
| rings or knocks, next April. It is import¬ 
ant that the government keep track of 
every family head, and the answer, though 
' it may cause domestic wrangling after¬ 
ward. w ill be recorded front the one of 
' whom it is asked. That is where the 
! women of the family will get the best of 
it. a* it is likely the men will be at their 
work when the enumerator calls. 

“Are you married? Have you any 
children? I< your mother-in-law living 
with you?" 

These are a few of the multiplicity of 
J questions which, heginlng with April li>, 

; r.'lo. will be asked every housewife in 
the Fnited States and its territories by 
I nch* Sam's army of inquisitors known 
a* ecncus enumerators* From house to 
house, all over the country will these in¬ 
quisitors go. Sometimes if the reords of 
census gathering can be taken as evidence 
the enumerators will be welcomed ami 
sometimes they will not That they will 
ask half a hundred scheduled questions 
and probably half a hundred more which 
are not scheduled is to be expected. The 
work of taking the next census, it is 
; hoped by census otllcials, will be done 
better and more rapidly than past cen- 
j sttses. 

If, when a clean-faced, well-dressed, 

! smooth-talking young or old man jerks 
| the door-bell almost out of its socket, ( r 
I raps the skin off his knuckles, have pa- 
! tience with him. If yon happen to be n 
! hottst wife and answer tlie summons of 
1 the door-bell and four of your five chil¬ 
dren answer it. too, do not scold the enu- 
| mcrator man when lie asks if you are 
j married, for he will be receiving, perhaps 
■ sonx' of the very taxes you I ay to 
1 do tliis, and then it really is necessary to 
' know how big we are. Uncle Sam has 
j not counted noses all over the country 
i for ten long years, and it may be, as 
1 some of the pessimists say, the race is 
j lessening, and if so, the government 
I wants to know it in order that it can be 
I determined just vvliat kind of premiums 
I to otter for Uooscvdtian families. 

There is ouc request in particular the 
government makes of people living in 
j small cities, towns and rural district, and 
I that is to have all dogs chained after 
! April 14 for at least six months. 

When the enumerator calls he will tx- 
' gin by asking this question : 

“What st cet, road or avenue is this? 
i What is the number?" 

He vv ill then say : 

••What is your name? Are you the 
head of the family? What is the name 
j of each person living here on April 17>, 
l'.'io? The surname, initial of every per- 
| son in the abode? How main* children. 

| their names, ages, places of birth? 

If you are not the head of the family 
I you will be asked what you are to the 
hea l The enumerator will then take a 
description of the occupants He will 
I a»k the sex. color and race of every per¬ 
son, the age at last birthday. Then come 
to questions to women. 

••Are you married or single, or divorced, 
or widowed?" 

If you have been divorced and married, 
you will be asked tlie number of years of 
present married life. 

“How many children are you the 
mother of? How tnauy children were 
born, and how many are living?" 

These questions will be asked in the or 
dvr named, so don't get impatient and 
fretful and think the enumerator is asking 
questions which seem personal and lin- 
pertnent. for they are for the government. 

“What state or territory, if born in the 
United States? What country, if foreign 
born? The place of birth of the person 
being interrogated: the place of birth of 
the father of this person aud the place of 
birth of the mother. 

The question of citizenship will be thor¬ 
oughly gone into. 

“Were you born in the United States? 
Were you an immigrant? What year did 
you come to the United States? Have you 
been naturalized, or are you still an alien?' 

The enumerator w ill have to ask whether 
all members in the family speak English, 
and If not what languages they do speak. 

The trade or profession of. or the kind 
of work done by each person, such as 
spinner, salesman, laborer, etc., will be 
asked. The general nature of industry, 
business or establishment iu which per¬ 
son works, such as cotton mill, dry goods 
store, farm. etc. Whether an employer, 
or employe, or w orking on ow n account 
will be another question. 

If au employe you will be asked whether 
you ,v ere out of work on April, 15, 1910, 
and tlie number of weeks you were out of 
w ork during the year 1909. 

I)o you read and write, and do your 
children read and write? Have you, or 
auy of the other members of the house 
attended any school since September 1, 
11*00 ? 

These questions w ill be asked with a 
view to classifying the illiterate, those 
having just a common education and those 
having a higher education. 

tuber questions on the sheet which the 
enumerators carry will, in a large measure, 
show w hether Americans arc as extrava¬ 
gant as they have been alleged to be. The 
question Is the ownership of homes. It 
w ill be asked whether the home you live 
in is owned by you or rented. If owned 
by you, if it Is free of mortgage. 

"Are you a survivor of the Union or 
Confederate army or navy?" will be asked 
of the male members of the house. 

The last question on the sheet is if 
there are any persons in the house suffer¬ 
ing jrom blindness, w bether in both eyes; 
and if deaf and dumb. 

The government hopes to make the thir¬ 
teenth census the greatest in the history 
of the country, gad every citizen is asked 
to co-operatc with the enumerators in or¬ 
der that no mlstgkts wSoccur.—St. Louis 
Globe Democnt. •*** 


OLD WORLD ARMIES 

Drafting Methods by Which Their 
Strength Is Maintained. 

TRICKS OF THE CONSCRIPTS. 


All Manner of Dodges Are Adopted by 
the Eligible Young Men to Avoid the 
Enforced Military Service That Is So 
Hateful to Them. 

We hear a good deal about conscrip¬ 
tion. but few people know what it ac¬ 
tually means. In no country is every 
person who is able to fight drafted 
into the army. All males who are lia¬ 
ble to serve undergo a physical exam¬ 
ination. resulting in only a certain 
number being passed as tit for service. 

No government has sufficient funds 
to draft the whole of these men into 
the regular army, so a selection is 
made by ballot, the number of men en¬ 
rolled varying according to the funds 
in the bands of tlie authorities. 

Tlie pay provided for the conscript 
is necessarily very trilling indeed and 
will not compare with that paid to vol¬ 
unteer soldiers. In fact, it is generally 
j true that tlie conscript must fall back 
upon liis private means. 

I Tlie methods vary in each country, 
i But take the case of one European 
I power. Every male subject not phys¬ 
ically incapacitated is liable to enter 
the army at the age of twenty, al¬ 
though those who care to enlist may 
do so at eighteen. 

A register is kept of all the youths 
who reach the age of twenty in the 
particular year. Men under five feet 
two inches in height are exempt from 
service, as well, of course, as those 
who suffer front natural infirmities 
which render them unsuitable for ac¬ 
tive service. 

Other men are also exempt if they 
have helpless dependents — thus the 
only son of a widow or of a disabled 
father, the latter category also includ¬ 
ing tlie only son of a father who is 
above seventy years of age. Then the 
eldest of a family of orphans is ex¬ 
empt, and in the case of two sons only 
one is liable, there being various other 
exemptions. 

The term served by the conscript is 
one of twenty-five years, three years 
being spent in the regular army, six 
and one-half in the army reserve, six 
' in tlie territorial army and tlie re¬ 
maining nine and a half years in the 
territorial reserve, all liability to serv¬ 
ice ceasing at forty-five. 

The service is frequently so hated 
' that all manner of methods are adopt- 
I ed in order to avoid it. in many 
I cases substitutes are provided by the 
1 wealthy, though there are stringent 
regulations with regard to tlie pro- 
! vision of the substitutes. 

In most European countries military 
; malingering in order to avoid compul- 
' sory military service has reached the 
stage of a fine art. In fact, a formida¬ 
ble list of new crimes lias been added 
to the statutes as a result, and medical 
; men frequently have to suffer for their 
j assistance in this particular kind of 
' fraud. 

Thus some time ago a number of 
Cologne doctors were arrested upon a 
charge of having administered pills to 
young conscripts. These pills consist¬ 
ed of drugs which produced the symp- 
i toms of heart disease so effectively as 
I completely to deceive tlie military au¬ 
thorities. with the result that the con¬ 
scripts were declared untit for service. 
In this case the fraud was brought to 
light by one of the conscripts dying as 
! a result of an overdose of the raedi- 
1 cine. 

In Germany, where the conscript is 
i frequently treated with the greatest 
harshness, there are very few towns 
where there are not specialists whose 
living depends solely in inducing such 
1 a condition of affairs as will render 
I young men exempt by reason of unfit- 
j ness. 

In the French army it is quite com¬ 
mon for youths to feign all manner of 
' ills, deafness being tlie usual ailment 
i trusted to in order to escape the serv- 
! ice. As a result tlie military doctors 
1 have made an especial study of meth¬ 
ods of detecting feigned deafness and 
1 to trap the cunning youth who acts 
the part of a deaf man. 

Another common practice in France 
; is to tamper with the eyesight, though 
! this frequently results in permanent 
i injury. For instance, short sight is 
produced by wearing powerful con- 
i cave glasses for a considerable time 
1 despite the risk of bringing about per- 
| manent blindness. It is no uucom- 
| mon occurrence for men to commit sui- 
I cide rather than submit to forced serv- 
I ice in the army. 

In eastern Europe most brutal metli- 
j ods are adopted by parents in order 
: that their sous may be able to work 
for them instead of serving in the 
army. The boys are frequently ill 
treated, and it is not at all uncommon 
even for their limbs to he broken or 
I their sight to he destroyed in order to 
prevent auy likelihood of their having 
to become soldiers. 

Switzerland probably lias tlie cheap¬ 
est army and the least burdensome 
■ methods of conscription, the service 
being much lighter than iu the other 
continental armies. Indeed, the con¬ 
script in the infantry army lias to iin- 
I dergo actual training for only 135 days 
during the entire period of his service.

I had covered some pages with ecstatic 
phrases describing the magnificent Ca¬ 
thedral at Malaga, and tho’ the edifice is 
nearly as large as St. Paul's in London, I 
had truly expanded beyond It's capacious 
walls, and flattered myself that I had per¬ 
petuated a word painting, which would 
bring to your mind's eye a vista of marble 
columns, stained windows, mitred statues 
ami groined roof lost in the obscurity of 
distance. I thought it fine, but when I 
inflicted it upon Cousin Henry, who has 
travelled, he condemned it brutally, as is 
the manner of man, and added to my dis¬ 
comfiture by growling out “All bosh! 
Don't try your ‘prentice hand’ on works 
of architecture, keep to nature, and hu¬ 
man nature, until you have seen St. Peter’s, 
Milan, Strasbnrg and Paris. It is a shame 
to make a good New England girl read 
such gusli." So I have put this bit of tine 
writing into cold storage, and shall sail 
with you across the Mediterranean to the 
most beautiful bay in tlie World, that of 
Naples. We skirted northern Sicily, you 
remember the Sicilian Vespers, saw the 
island of Sardina where came the little fish 
“biled in ile" ns the boys say, gazed with 
awe at one first volcano, whose torch 
serves now, as in tlie days of the apostle 
Paul, to guide the seaman on his course. 

A tiny village clings to the base of the 
cone rising like a sugar loaf from the sea, 
and a few fishing boats with gaily colored 
sails dotted the calm waters adjacent, and 
so onward. Eastward, the good l’rinees- 
sin holding her white bone in her mouth, , 
carried us to view of distant Vesuvius 
with its smoke wreath like a bit of chffon 
streaming from its crater. The coa*t of 
Italy here make a noble sweep and held 
within tiiis arc are islands, notably “Capri' 
and “Ischia" which rise in vivid green 
from sapphire sea. The air comes laden 
with perfumes of flower and grape, and 
beyond the islands a huge white blot, like 
a glacier on a mountain side, lies Naples, 
or “Napoli” as the Italians call it. 

We land amidst a turmoil of boats and 
beggars, lazaroni is the name here of tlie 
“dolce for niente” “hoboes who toil not 
neither do they spin" yet Solomon in all 
his glory wos never arrayed in such won¬ 
drous rags, every color and every fabric 
and taken in mass they are most pictur¬ 
esque. Henry says that all the old clothes 
in Europe go to Italy, and then when 
worn to shreds, they go to the United 
States, and that this paper which he says 
I am spoiling, was probably the work day 
skirt of some palsied Italian beggar. And 
whilst I am on this subject let me add 
that these beggars are always with us, 
and the more distressing their infirmities 
the more regent their demands. Luckily 
the government has coined a copper called 
a ccntisimi which seems fitted for such 
charities, and one can drop a fair handful 
into the ever outstretched palm, at tlie 
cost of one or two of our cents. 

Our hotel is on Hie “Chiaja" as the fam¬ 
ous driveway the “Peacock’s Walk” of 
Naples, is called. It borders the sea on 
one hand, whilst a row of stately houses 
are ou the other. Back of these rises 
almost precipitously hills crowned with 
church, convent and monastry 

From our long windows with narrow 
balcony is visible Vesuvius, and the broad 
bay flecked with countless boats and puff¬ 
ing steamers. We can* see tlie sites of 
Herculaneum, and Pompeii, one buried in 
lava, the oilier overcome with ashes fine 
as bolted flour. We are to visit them 
both soon, but first we are to go to the 
opera house, the third largest in the world 
to hear the celebrated tenor and witness 
the Italian ballet with over two hundred 
figurantes, and see for our first time au 
idyll portrayed in dance. After a hasty 
toilet we hurry down to a drive on the 
esplanade, where all the four hundred of 
Naples air their graces daily. The road¬ 
way is a moving mass of carriages, all 
much alike, aud nearly all well kept. 
Occasionally a donkey cart with a dozen 
peasants'clinging to its top heavy car, 
come shouting by, but in general the quiet 
ami decorum of the pleasure seakers is as 
serious (Henry says) as tho’ they were 
following the remains. Tlie foot passers- 
by have all the jollity and gay words, oc¬ 
casional snatches from operas, and light 
laughter show* that tlie joyous natures of 
the Neapolitan are as ever bright and 
sunny. We drive to the end of the prom¬ 
enade, always in procession, turn and 
drive homeward. The drive is beautiful, 
the scenery superb, the air divine, but hail 
I to go through this stately parade, as all 
high born signorinas here must undergo, 
for two hundred consecutive days. I 
should die of ennui. Apart from the va¬ 
grant tourists, they meet the same faces 
iu tlie same carriages, in tlie same places 
day after day and monotony is too tame a 
word to characterize such sameness. 

We dress in h i -le for dinner, which is 
quite an elaborate function with all the 
guests in grand tintie. and we are particu¬ 
larly enthusiastic over the spaghetti aud 
macroni. It was well we were, for, later, 
witnessing the manufacture of both, our 
appetites for these confections ceased. 
There, I am at the end of my paper, aud 
must leave the opera for my next. How 
I wish you were here with us.

Coupled with the general activity in the 
retail boot and shoe trade is a more quiet 
condition of new business in factories. 
The period ’of stock-taking naturally sets 
a limit to the business in the latter, as 
stocks of raw material are not increased 
except ior necessity uutil after tin* new 
year. The retail holiday trade, which is 
very largely iti slipper goods—though the 
| custom of selling certificates for pairs of 
| shoes of more*hr less value and durabilty 
1 ha * enlarged the possibilities of holiday 
i buying—has been gratifyingly heavy 
everywhere. At tlie same time the usual 
general trade has not been neglected. 
The return of snow aud real winter 
weather to a large portion of the country 
has given an Impetus to the retail trade of 
sufficient force to have a decided effect on 
the w liolesalers, their stocks of season- 
aide goods having been very much re¬ 
duced While the duplicate orders are 
strll being received, their number ami size 
are limited and the season for fall and 
winter goods is practically closed in the 
factories. 

The factories are supplied with busi- 
tiess enougli to last uutil the travelling 
salesmen shall have resumed their tours, 
now ended for the holidays. After thi¬ 
ne w year begins more orders are expect¬ 
ed, although those already given to the 
salesmen are ahead of last year’s records, 
in numbers aud quantity. 

Dealers in cloth suitable for incorpora¬ 
tion iu shoes are prophesying a large de¬ 
mand for their goods for use In the fal 
and winter lines. Cravenette and cork¬ 
screw weaves are especially in demand, 
an i satisfactory results bavebeen obtained 
from other special weaves.

Dogs and Somersaults. 

As Ihere i-* ih:m out* wav of 

cooking a goose, so then* i:, more ihnu 
one method "f leaching a dog to throw 
somersaults. But the most practical 
and thorough manner is to f:isten a 
cord around the body of the animal 
close to the fore legs, and two people 
should hold the ends of the cord on 
either side of the unfortunate dog. A 
third party, armed with a stout rope, 
takes a position immediately In front 
of the canine acrobat and with a meas¬ 
ured and masterly stroke flogs the 
floor at close quarters to the dog's nose 
At each stroke of the rope the dog 
springs backward, and that movement 
is the trainer's golden opportunity. As 
the dog springs backward the rope 
passing under its body i> jerked up¬ 
ward. and. although the first few at¬ 
tempts may prove futile, the somer¬ 
sault is acquired in course of time. An 
intelligent dog soon sickens of this or¬ 
der of tilings and throws somersaults 
without the assistance of ropes.

flowers ot lime, lilies of the valley, 
spirit of lavender, prepared pearls and 
white sugar candy, senna leaves, ale. 
sirup of cloves. Goa stone. Khine wine, 
oriental bezonr stone and a number of 
other medicines.
